Beinning in August, KRAB has introduced 
a change of schedule planning from a 
free-form schedule with open time slots 
to block programming. This technique, 
used by many independent and community 
stations throughout the country has 
many advantages to the listener and 
programmer alike. Among the innova- 
tions of the new KRAB schedule are 
easily identifiable time slots for 
public affairs (2:00 to 4:00 and 7:00 
to 8:00 weekdays) and music, weeknights 
8-10 and 10-12, earth music 4-6:30 
weekdays and an attempt has been made 
to create better transitions from 
program to program on the weekend. We 
are endeavoring to create more consis- 
tent programming, as well as better 
technical quality in our programming. 
These efforts should combine with 
listener enthusiasm to help us meet our 
membership needs and financial goals 
with greater ease. We are excited 
about the possibilities of the new 
schedule. Those of you listeners 
looking for certain kinds of shows will 
find them more closely meshed in the 
schedule: for example, folk music 
shows can be found Monday and Thursday 
nights from 8-10 p.m.; “new music" 
shows Thursday and Friday nights from 
10-12 p.m.; Reggae fans will recognize 
Saturday as an Ivie day. Folks inter- 
ested in issue-oriented shows, talk and 
public forums who work during the day 
now know they will be able to find KRAB 
public affairs programs in the evening 
from 7:00 to 8 p.m. Try to be aware 
that we have lost very few shows and 
bear with a time change of your favor- 
ite show. Realize that it was done in 
the best interest of the station as a 
whole and with the long range happiness 
of the listener in mind. Your comments 
and suggestions are welcomed and should 
be addressed to me here at the station.
